INSTALLATIONS IN INDIAN OCEAN IN VIOLATION OF GA DECLARATION, 

CONGOLESE REP SAID MILITARY BASES IN SEYCHELLES THREATENED 
PEACE AND SECURITY IN AFRICAN CONTINENT AND WHOLE WORLD, 

AND SOVIET REP BELIEVED OAU AND NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS 
SHOULD COOPERATE IN EXAMINATION OF SITUATION IN TWO TERRI- 
TORIES. CHILEAN REP ASKED ABOUT POSSIBILITY OF SEYCHELLES 
BECOMING ASSOCIATE MEMBER OF ECA. SOVIET REP SAID FOREIGN 
INTERESTS CONTINUED EXPLOIT SEYCHELLES ECONOMY AND ECONOMIC

SUBCOMITE CONCLUDED GENERAL DEBATE ON GILBERT AND ELLICE 
ISLANDS, PITCAIRN AND SOLOMON ISLANDS APRIL 1, HEARING REPS 
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AUSTRALIA AND IRAN. CAMPBELL (AUSTRALIA) SAID TERRITORIES 
CONFRONTED COMITE AND ADMINISTERING POWER WITH PERPLEXING 
PROBLEMS REGARDING THEIR FUTURE SHAPE AND ASSOCIATIONS. 

HE THOUGHT UN SHOULD PROMOTE NATIONAL IDENTITY AND NATIONAL 
UNITY ON BASIS OF COLONIAL BOUNDARIES UNTIL SUBCOMITE WAS 
SATISEIED, THROUGH THOROUGH INVESTIGATION AND VISITING 
MISSIONS, THAT DIEFERENT COURSE SHOULD BE EOLLOWED. 

DECISIONS TO SEPARATE, OR ASSOCIATE, IN HIS OPINION, WERE 
IN MOST CIRCUMSTANCES BETTER MADE BY PEOPLE AFTER THEY 
ACHIEVED INDEPENDENCE, NOT BEFORE. IRANIAN REP BELIEVED 
SEPARATION BETWEEN GILBERT AND ELLICE ISLANDS WOULD CREATE 
MANY PROBLEMS, PARTICULARLY ECONOMIC. UK, HE SAID, SHOULD 
PERMIT UN VISITING MISSION TO CONSULT WITH PEOPLE OF PIT- 
CAIRN ON THEIR FUTURE. ECONOMIC PROSPECTS FOR SOLOMON ISLANDS 
SEEMED PROMISING, AND HE HOPED PEOPLE WOULD ACHIEVE GOAL 
OF SELF-DETERMINATION IN NEAR EUTURE. 

WORKING GROUP ON CURRENCY INSTABILITY - 

DISCUSSING "PREVENTIVE MEASURES" APRIL 1, WG CONCENTRATED 
ON SPECIAL DRAWING RIGHTS (SDR S) AND "UNITS OE ACCOUNT,"

WG AND IMF REP. IMP REP STATED SDR'S WERE ESSENTIAALLY

AND DOWN DEPENDING ON FLUCTUATIONS IN VARIOUS INTERNATIONAL 
CURRENCIES. IF UNIT OF ACCOUNT WAS REFLECTION OF EXPENDITURES, 

UN WOULD KEEP PACE WITH FLUCTUATIONS; IF IT WERE BASED ON 
ANY OTHER STANDARD THERE WOULD BE NO GUARANTEE UN BUDGET 
WOULD CONPORM TO REQUIREMENTS ENVISAGED AT BEGINNING BUDGET 
YEAR. QUESTIONS WERE ASKED OR COMMENTS MADE BY REPS FRG, 

US, USSR, KENYA, CUBA AND FRANCE. DISCUSSION TO CONTINUE 
APRIL 2 AND CHAIRMAN STATED WG WOULD THEN CONCENTRATE ON 
LIMITED NUMBER OF MEASURES ON WHICH GROUP COULD AGREE.
